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Anew policy, which went into effect this year, projected HHS as 
a role model for other high schools in the county. Officialdom put 
out the word as follows, ‘/A sincere concern for the health and 
welfare of all students has prompted the PTA, Area III offices, the 
faculty and the student body of HHS to initiate a No Tobacco 
Policy for the 1981-1982 school year.”’ 

The program is enforced and monitored by the entire staff, as 
well as four awareness aids trained specifically for that purpose. 
The administration states that students will not use tobacco in any 
form on school property nor will they use drugs or alcohol while at 
school. 

Offenses are dealt with in alternative ways. First time offenders 
of the no-smoking policy can elect a 2-day out of school suspen- 
sion or two Awareness Center sessions after school. The second, 
third, and fourth offenses are dealt with more rigorously, culminat-

ing with a 5-day suspension and a hearing at the Area office. 

The aim of the policy is to help those students who smoke to quit 
and to persuade those students who don’t smoke not to start. Initial 
results are encouraging. 

Although students continue to line up across the street from 
school grounds for their daily drag, indications are that smoking 
dropped off considerably among students. 

One note of consternation about the policy on the part of stu- 
dents concerns the fact that teachers and staff have access to 
smoking lounges within the school. Some students feel that this is a 
source of discrimination against them and furthermore insist that if 
the school truly believes that tobacco smoking is harmful to one’s 
health, then the best way to implement its concern would be a total 
ban on smoking on campus.
